Pittsburgh, the iron city, is widely known 
vas_a rich city—many say the richest city for 
its size in America, if not in the world. It 
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“A City Full of Stirs” 


is a city of churches, of homes, of schools, of 
vigorous intelligence, of strong convictions. 
Isaiah’s phrase—‘‘ A city full of stirs ’’—de- 
scribes it well. Its great public institutions 
and private charities, 
and its social and 
domestic life, are all 
unigue in certain 
ways. No one who 
has ever lived there 
can forget it or cease 
to admire and love its 
people, and especial- 
ly all Bible lovers: 
must delight in its 
rooted faith in the 
Bible as God’s Book. 
But Pittsburgh is be- 
set by importunate 
appeals from every 
quarter of the coun- 
try and the world. 
It has, like all the 
rest of the country, 
been subjected to 
‘““Drives,’’ both in- 
tensive and exten- 
sive. 

Bible Week— De- 
cember 2d to 9th— 
was the time set for 
the American Bible 
Society. But there 
was a ‘‘Drive’’ go- 
ing on for the “‘Boy 
Scouts’”’ during part 
of the same week. 
Everything was done 
by the friends of the 
Society that could be 
—-done under the cir- 
cumstances. A large 
and _ representative 
—~committee was 

formed, headed by 

Col. Samuel H. 

Church, a member 
of the Christian Church, secretary of the 
Pennsylvania R.R., president of the Car- 
negie Institute, and author of many books, 
notably the ‘‘ Life of Oliver Cromwell,” and 
many other men representative of the best 
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culture and ability in the city. .This com- 
mittee held a meeting during Bible Week 
at Mellon’s Bank, and laid out to secure, 
if possible, $25,000 from the. citizens 
of Pittsburgh. Plans were in operation 
toward this end. For them the Society 
is indebted very largely to one of Pitts- 
burgh’s well-known lawyers, Mr. James 
I. Kay, a Presbyterian elder and identi- 
fied with many forms of Christian activity 
Under his skillful guidance many things 
were thoroughly done. Ministers’ meet- 
ings were visited and the plans of the 
Society laid before them, and they prom- 
ised their co-operation. Special letters 
were sent to the pastors of all the churches 
in and about Pittsburgh, urging their 
friendly aid. Booths were erected in many 
of the leading public buildings in the city, 
and many subscriptions and contributions 
were received. The newspapers, through 
the aid of a competent publicity man, were 
kept posted and responded nobly to the 
appeals of the Society. And what was 
quite unheard of hitherto, the Principal of 
the Public Schools gave instructions to the 
teachers of each school to see that a well- 
printed card, furnished by the Society, 
was given to each scholar—80,000 in all 
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—these to be carried to their homes and 
given to their parents, thus opening an 
avenue for easy contribution, especially of 
small amounts, and proper arrangements 
were made for harvesting the fruits from 
the seed sown. : 

Meanwhile, the officers of the Society had 
not been idle. The Rev. J. Walker Miller, 
well known in Pittsburgh for his long and faith- 
ful service in the Society, kept his office force, 
which is not extravagant in size, working day 
and night. The Society in New York sent a 
delegation of no less than fifteen speakers, 
including its President and all its Secretaries, 
for whom pulpits had been found—mostly 
morning and evening—so that in twenty-five 
or thirty churches the Society’s work was 
presented. Where this was not done, the 
pastors in many cases themselves made their 
own statements and appeals. 

The Trinity (Prot. Ep.) Church, a picture of 
which accompanies this article, is a landmark 
in Pittsburgh. Its rector, Dr. Edward F. 
Travers, with the sanction of his bishop, in- 
vited one of the Secretaries of the Society to 
preach in his pulpit (on December 9th) several 
weeks before the movement of which it be- 
came a part was planned in detail. The day 
set was the Second Sunday in Advent, accord- 
ing to the Church Year, and on that day the

bffices of the church emphasize the Holy 
scriptures, so that Trinity really led the way 
in our effort. 

From the small congregations (plus other 
agencies), we have, up to date, $7,769.52—a 
zoodly amount, though not 
pur goal—$8,000—‘“‘ with other 
r>ounties still to be heard 
erom.”’ 

Two things still remain to 
oe chronicled. December 9th 
did not suit the Shadyside 
Presbyterian Church, whose 
oastor (Dr. Hugh T. Kerr) 
3s well known in his own de- 
Qomination and out of it; so 
mis church took its offering on 
December 2d instead. He be- 
gan, indeed, by preaching to 
ais people on allied topics be- 
forehand, and when December 
2d came he was ready for the 
collection. Mr. Kay appealed 
to. the men’s Bible Class, and 
they undertook to raise $500. 
Dr. Kerr continued with the 
congregation, 
$500. This afterward rose 
‘to $1,300 in all from this one 
church, which earned the de- 
gree magna cum laude. And 
'there are other churches that 
have done nobly and largely; 
some of them poorer in this 
world’s goods have doubtless 
‘made greater sacrifices, as the 
‘poor always must do. 

The second thing has re- 
ceived little publicity. The 
mewspapers barely referred to 
the Women’s Meeting, but there was one, held 
in the house of Mrs. William P. Frew, a house 
famous for its location and beauty and famous 
also in that it is known in Pittsburgh as open- 
ing its doors to more than one benevolent 
cause. In the bitter cold of Monday after- 
noon—December 10th—eighty or ninety ladies 
gathered and listened to a speech by one of 
the Secretaries of the Society and two of its 
mostinteresting missionaries: the Rev. James 
Dexter Taylor, of South Africa, who made the 
story of the making of the Zulu Bible appear 
as romantic as it really is, considered as an un- 
dertaking, while Dr. John M. Kyle, formerly 
of Brazil, one of the translators of the Portu- 
guese Bible, won all hearts by his touching 
description of life in Roman Catholic Brazil. 
As a result those ladies raised $1,103. 

_ We have thus recounted the story of the 
Pittsburgh “‘ Drive’’—or should we say the 
Pittsburgh ‘‘Stir’? ?—at some length for two 
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reasons: First, to show how carefully, wisely, 
and energetically such a movement may be 
planned and carried out; and second, how im- 
possible it is to predict what the result will be. 
Man proposes, God disposes. At the present

writing gifts are coming in from many cities 
and states. Who can say but that God will 
hear our continued prayers and give us all or 
even more than we hoped for? We must real- 
ize, however, that such a fund as is needed 
will not usually come for the mere asking; it 
must be gained oftentimes by pressing on 
under adverse circumstances. The shortage 
ought to be achallenge. Let no one be dis- 
couraged, but let everyone cheer up and ap- 
peal more earnestly than ever to the friends 
of the Bible and the friends of soldiers and 
sailors. Even yet a good many people do not 
grasp what a Testament or a Gospel can do 
for a man facing wounds and death, nay, for 
aman wounded unto death, lying in a hos- 
pital or, perhaps, in No Man’s Land, and who 
would fain find some verse known of old that 
he can set his soul upon. The progress 
of the war indicates that we shall need even 
more than we have asked for. Not only a

million Testaments, but probably another 
million will be needed, and besides separate 
Gospels, Psalms, Proverbs, Scriptures in 
French and English—all Scripture given by 
inspiration of God, and all profitable in camp 
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or trench, ship or aircraft, for doctrine, re- 
proof, instruction, and correction in righteous- 
ness, that every man of war may be a man 
of God, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works.

Khaki Testaments: Some Questions Answered

ANSWERS FROM THE FRONT 


The Infantry 
Soldiers’ Club, 28th Infantry Branch, 
France, December 5, 1917. 

I could very readily use about 500 Testaments 
among these men if you can spare them. I had 
several hundred left with me by one of your repre- 
sentatives in Texas. On leaving for France I distrib- 
uted all I had left, and had a number of men come 
since and ask for them, but, having none on hand, I 
cannot meet the requests.

The Artillery 
5th Field Artillery, American Expeditionary Forces, 
France, December 1, 1917. 

To inform you of the disposition of a couple of 
thousand Testaments secured just before we left the 
Mexican border to come to France. 

I guarded them religiously until my men were or- 
dered into active work—except a few distributed to 
men in the hospitals and prisons; then I went to each 
battery and gave one to each man who wished it. 
Nearly every man of whatever faith took one, so that 
my entire regiment went to the real work of war with 
a Testament on his person. 

I often get evidence that the men are using the lit- 
tle books. Last Sunday I baptized one who came to 
me saying that he had read that a man could not enter 
the kingdom unless he was baptized, and I often find 
men reading them. Last night, after prayer service, 
one came to me showing me one, saying he reads a 
chapter every day because he promised his mother to 
do so. God bless such mothers and increase them! 

I can very profitably use 500 Testaments and 250 
Psalms. I want the latter for the Hebrews, especially 
in the hospitals, which I visit each week to ‘‘ cheer up 
and point up’’ two or three hundred men.

_ We have a large camp where I am stationed with 
two Protestant and one Catholic chaplain. We also 
have a large base hospital, three Y. M. C. A. plants, 
twenty American secretaries, but have only a few 
Testaments left. We have tried to give every man a 
Testament if he wanted it. More are going to want 
them later. We have, however, no Bibles. We could 
use to good advantage 100 copies of Psalms and 


Proverbs, or even more. We could also use 10 to 20 
copies of complete Bibles.. Would like a copy for 
four or fiye Y. M.C. A. buildings and six or eight for 
hospitals, and the rest in soldiers’ reading rooms. 
These need not be large or expensive.

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HE Rev. Mr. Jordan, our Agent for 
Mexico, sends the following note on 
Ithe reopening of our depository: 


After an exile of four years the headquar- 
ters of the Mexico Agency has again been es- 
tablished in the ancient Aztec capital. Our 
fice is on Tacuba Street, the principal 
Ithoroughfare of the old city and made his- 
toric by the retreat of the intrepid war- 
tior Cortez, with his small but hitherto in- 
vincible army of Spanish adventurers and their 
allies, on the occasion of the Noche Triste, or 
“Sad Night.’’ Fierce hand-to-hand fighting 
noecurred all along this street and it seems a 
tmiracle that the doughty little band were not 
annihilated by the swarming hordes of infu- 
‘tiated Aztecs. To-day this street, though 
much narrower than many of themore modern 
ones, is still one of the principal thorough- 
fares of the city. 

The Bible depository is right in the business 
center of the city. We are one block from 
the House of Representatives, two blocks 
from the post-office on the street leading from 
!this magnificent building to the famous cathe- 
‘dral, with its beautiful square along one side 
sof which lies the National Palace. This 
:square is the center of the city and suburban 
sstreet railway system, the starting point of 
:all the lines radiating to the many suburbs. 
’ The section of the street where we are located 
jis given over quite largely to the retail shoe 
)trade, while the rooms above the stores are 

} occupied as offices by doctors, lawyers, archi- 
}tects and other professional men. 

The excellent judgment of the sainted ‘Mrs. 
‘Hamilton, in choosing this location, is being 
demonstrated every day in the year. Our as- 
sistant, Mr. Chenault, is a great believer in 
advertising, and keeps the window arranged 
in so many attractive ways that it daily at- 
‘tracts the attention of all classes from the 
legislator and lawyer to the barefooted peon. 
By actual count, more than five hundred peo- 
ple have been seen to stop and look in at the 
window and read the messages contained on 
the open leaves, or attractively printed cards, 
during the eight hours of the day that the de- 
pository is open. Add to this the fact that the 
shutters are never closed and that the window 
is lighted electrically, so as to be an attraction 
through the night as it is through the day, and 
you have some idea of the silent influence ra- 


diating from the show window of the Bible

thing—it is constant. There seem to be as 
many people pausing before the window one 
day as another, and the changing attitude of 
the people toward the Book and its message 
is indicated by the increased sales. It is noth- 
ing unusual for us to sell as many books in 
one month as were formerly sold in the same 
depository in six. 

Many and interesting conversations are held 
with those who call. Sometime ago we sold 
a large pulpit Bible in Spanish to an Indian 
boy from the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. He 
had seen the book in the window and the large 
print and easy reading made it attractive to 
him. A gentleman came in and bought a 
small Spanish Bible, saying that he had last 
Sunday attended for the first time a Protes- 
tant Sunday school and church service. They 
had loaned him a Bible to follow the lesson 
and had invited him to come again, so he 
thought he would take a Bible of his own and 
not put them to that trouble again. A French 
professional man saw the display in the win- 
dow and bought first a Spanish Bible and then 
a German. He came in again the other day 
to find out if we did not have one in French— 
said that he had never read the Bible in his 
own language. He was full of doubt but 
seemed very sincere and seeking light. Could 
he be sure, he asked, that the present transla- 
tions were faithful representations of the origi- 
nal? He seemed to feel that in reading the 
Bible he was getting at the root of things, 
and as he had found nothing of the perpetual 
virginity and other doctrines taught by Rome, 
he seemed to fear that the Bible itself might 
have been corrupted in some degree as the 
Church had corrupted its doctrines. While we 
did our best to help clear up his difficulties we 
could only pray that the message carried 
through the medium of his own language 
might carry the conviction of its eternal truth 
and lead him toa saving faith in the divine 
Author. 

Thus the work in the Bible depository in 
Mexico goes on, and we cannot escape the 
conviction that through the message to the 
thousands that stop before its window, through 
the many books that are being sold over its 
counter, as well as through the fewer personal . 
messages that are being given to those suffi- 
ciently interested to make inquiries, its influ- 
ence will be felt: and that the Bible Society 
is becoming a factor in the regeneration of 
the new Mexico that is to arise from the tur- 
moil of the past few years.

It is sad to have to announce to the readers 
of the RECORD the death of Lieutenant Adrien 
Bertrand of the French Army, and the son of 
Dr. Ernest Bertrand. At the beginning of the 
war.a picture of him was published in the 
RECORD, and he was the very embodiment of 
youthful strength and vigor. Soon after he 
was severely wounded, and has been strug- 
gling for life and health ever since. Now the 
end has come, on the Riviera, and his family, 
which includes a brother, Captain Georges 
Bertrand »(at present in this country), are 
plunged into sorrow. Lieutenant Bertrand 
was twenty-nine years old and had achieved 
distinction in literature as well as honor as a 
. gallant soldier. 


THE Bible appears in some curious aspects 
to those who are living the strange life of the 
trenches, on the battlefield. Here is an in- 
teresting and new point of view in a letter 
which has been received by the President of 
the Society. 

“Mr. President: At the court of the guard 
of the trench, I found in a milldam a booklet 
entitled “The Gospel of a French Soldier, re- 
vised version.’ The booklet was in a bad 
state. The rats had eaten almost all the pages. 
I could not learn the contents. Desiring to 
satisfy my curiosity, or, if I could say it bet- 
ter, desiring to know the truth which charges 
itself on all men, I permit myself to make an 
appeal to your amiable kindness to send the 
explanations, which would aid me to see the 
veritable light.

It didn’t seem much use to send 
them to me then, for the Y. M. C. A. men 
were very much on the job, and if a man 
didn’t have a Bible they were very quick to 
supply one. But here it’s different; there is 
hardly any Christian influence, and the bunch 
that we are down here are a great deal tougher 
than the boys in the training camp. 

“Think that I could easily use all the Testes 
ments that the Society can send, for I don’t 
think. that hardly any of them have Bibles.

THE comparative receipts from four sources 
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for 1916 and 1917 show for the month of No- 
vember a decided decrease, this being chiefly 
due to the falling: off in legacy receipts. The 
receipts for the two years—January 1 to No- 
vember 30, 1916, and January 1 to November 
30, 1917, showed a marked increase, the in- 
crease for 1917 thus far being $25,756.65. 
There is a decrease in gifts from Auxiliaries, 
but in every other of the four categories the 
increase has been sufficient to overcome the 
$10,000 dropping off of gifts from Auxiliaries. 
If the receipts for December hold up we may 
hope for a decided advance in receipts for the 
year.

Memorial Minute 


[The following minute was adopted by the Board atits January meeting. The delay in the issuing of the REcorp makes it 
possible to publish it now.] 


HE Board of Managers makes record, 

with profound sorrow, of the death of 
the Hon. John W. Foster, who was a Vice- 
President of this Society for nearly thirty- 
eight years. His death occurred at his 
home in Washington, D. C., on November 
15 1917: 

John Watson Foster was born in Indiana in 
1836.. He was graduated from the Indiana 
State University, studied law at Harvard, and 
began the practice of law at Evansville, Ind. 
When the Civil War broke out he volunteered 
and saw hard fighting at several of the prin- 
cipal battles of the war, gradually rising to the 
rank of Colonel, being brevetted as Brigadier 
General at the close of the war. Returning 
from the war he edited The Evansville Daily 
Journal. Entering politics he was soon found 
to be a capable leader and came rapidly to the 
front. In 1873 he was appointed Minister to 
Mexico, in 1880 Minister to Russia, and in 
1883 Minister to Spain. He succeeded Mr. 
Blaine as Secretary of State under President 
Harrison’s administration. At the expiration 
of his term of office he returned to his legal 


practice at Washington, having achieved a 


world-wide reputation as an international law- 
yer. In this capacity he continually repre. 
sented foreign legations before commissions, 
arbitration boards, and the like, and was ap- 
pointed Special Plenipotentiary to negotiate 
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treaties with Brazil, Spain, Germany, and the 
British West Indies. He was the agent of 
the United States in the Behring Sea arbitra- 
tion at Paris, in 1893. On the invitation of 
the emperor of China he participated in peace 
negotiations with Japan, at the close of the 
Chino-Japanese War, and later was the repre- 
sentative of China at the Second Hague Con- 
ference, in which he took considerable part, 
afterward writing a special treatise on the 
Conference. 

Without attempting to give a complete list 
of his activities, these are sufficient to show 
the character of his mind, the plane of his 
judgment in the highest and most difficult 
matters. His fame grew until he had a recog- 
nized pre-eminence as a wise counselor in high 
affairs of state and as a master in diplomacy. 
This is witnessed by his treatises on “A 
Century of American Diplomacy’’ (1900), 
‘“* American Diplomacy in the Orient ’’ (1903), 
‘“‘ Arbitration and the Hague Court”’ (19¢4), 
““The Practice of Diplomacy ” (1906), and 
‘“‘ Diplomatic Memoirs,”’ 2 vols. (1909). 

This list of public services and honors, 
however, was secondary in his own mind to 
his service as a member of the church of 
Christ. Hewas born and trained in the Pres- 
byterian Church, being an elder first in the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian Church, and 
later in the Church of the Covenant, and 
known among all men as a humble, prayerful 
Christian who subordinated worldly ends to 
spiritual ideals, and whose only hope was 
fixed on an atoning Saviour. This gave color 
and character not only to his public, but even 
more to his private life. Gen. Foster’s home 
in Washington may well be regarded as the 
highest type of American family life. The 
wealth with which God had blessed him was 
not used to glorify himself, but to glorify God. 
The culture, taste, and breadth of knowledge 
diffused in its atmosphere was permeated with 
the spirit of Christ. Surrounded by his family, 
who shared his spirit, the hospitality of such 
a home was a privilege long to be remem- 
bered, and it is pleasant to think that in the 
evening of his days, up to the very last, a 
quiet influence emanated from the portals of 
this home into the social and, to some extent, 
even the official life of a great nation. Those 
who have been privileged to know him will 
remember that he was a man of few words 
and wholly unboastful of his achievements and 
success. He put the rich resources of his 
mind at the disposition not only of the church 
he served, but of all good causes. Thus he 
came naturally into the service of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, in March, 1880, having al- 

_ ways the deepest love and reverence for the 
Bible as the Word of God. ; 
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It is not widely known that he was elected 
President of the Society prior to the adminis- 
tration of President Daniel Colt Gilman.’ This 
honor he reluctantly declined, solely because 
at the time his health did not permit the ac- 
ceptance of the office, especially when his con- 
ceptions of it would not allow him to accept 
such a position as though its duties were 
merely perfunctory. He said at the time, 
““the path of a just and well considered prog- 
ress is the path which the Society should fol- 
low.’’ 

The officers of the Society often appealed 
to him in cases requiring a friend at court, 
one with a knowledge of diplomatic usage, 
when some question of difficulty emerged on 
the foreign field. He lent his aid freely to the 
Society and likewise to other missionary or- 
ganizations whenever it was possible for him 
to do so. There is no one thus far to take 
his place in such matters. It is too little to 
say that his loss, though long anticipated and 
dreaded, is a very great loss. His place 
will not soon be filled in that noble guild of 
Chris- tian statesmen whose conceptions of 
statesmanship rest upon the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 

With devout thanks to God for his services, 
the Society extends to his family its deepest 
sympathy, and at the same time its unfeigned 
congratulations that he has finished his course 
and kept the faith. Henceforth there is laid 
up for him a crown of righteousness which 
the Lord, the righteous Judge,will give him 
in that day when he shall return to judge the 
world.

Mr. Ivy L. Lee, a new member of the Board, 
being present, was introduced by the Presi- 
dent to the Board. 

Secretary Haven presented the letters of 
acceptance from the Vice-Presidents recently 
elected, the Hon. Carl E. Milliken, Governor of 
Maine, and Mr. Robert H. Gardiner, of Maine. 

On the nomination of the Committee on 
Auxiliaries and Home Agencies, the Rev. 
Frank Marston was elected Agency Secretary 
for the Central Agency. 

Interesting reports were presented through 
the proper committees from Mexico and the 
West Indies, and authority given for making 
ssuch readjustments between these two fields 
3as may be needed. 

Reports were received from Mr. W. W. Peet 
gas to the Levant Agency and the peculiar 
¢conditions under which Bible work labors at 
tthis time; also from the Philippines, Japan, 
zand Korea. 

Communications were reported from the 
iRev. Mr. Hayter, of Panama, and also from 
tthe Rev. George A. Miller, a missionary of 
tthe Methodist Episcopal Church in Panama, 
‘who will take charge of our affairs temporarily. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
‘signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
‘during the month of November:
